A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan^nting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An intennew does not renrtove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111. 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademaric Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of partlcipant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not nomnally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless It includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The identification of the arguments Is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representatives and examiner met to discuss the 
examiner's indication, in the office action dated November 17, 2005, that the specification may disclose patentable 
subject matter that was not positively recited in the claims (e.g. (variable tact time (Page 2. Lines 28), multiple 
products/product lines (Figure 4), nested iterations/recursions (Figure 6), equations (Pages 12 and 14) ), as well as the 
need for the claims more cleariy and distinctly define the invention as disclosed and to disntiguish it over the prior art. 
More specifically applicant's representative and examiner discussed the indistinct nature of the terms workforce 
parameter, distribution parameter, supply stations (Individual stations, production lines, etc.) and successively 
(recursively, iterative, in a specific order, etc.). 

No detailed discussion was had regarding the rejections outlined in the office action dated November 17, 2005. 
No agreement was reached with respect to the claims. 
No patentable subject matter was agreed to or discussed. 
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
